The results described in this report were obtained by the 
Research Group of the University of California. The purpose 
was to test the practicability of using visible red light 
in underwater search where infra-red light proved inprac- 
tical. Preliminary tests were conducted in an outdoor 
swiazing pool, and it was found that objects on the bottom 
were clearly discernible while no red light was observable 
at night from the opposite side of the pool. later tests 
were conducted at night in the surf along the beach at 

la Jolla, California. It was found that where the unaided 
eye failed to cetch objects on the bottom, the same 
instruments used in the preliminary tests wero used to 
good advantage. At no time during the observatione could 
the red light be seen from the shore, either from close 
down at the water's edge or from a 20 foot cliff 30 yards 
from the water's edge. The conclusion to be drawn froma 
this report is that far more red light could be used with 
safety, so far as shore visibility is concerned, and this 
would make for adequate vision at greater distances and 
hence more rapid searching.
